Keittr  Jordan,  direc¬ 
tor  of  church  development  in  nearby  Dayton,  Ohio,  told  Baptist 
Press  bott\  sanctuaries  were  destroyed  and  the  entire  roof  of 
Dayton  Avenue  was  blown  awty.  A  spokesposon  for  Miami 
Valley  Hospital  said  it  treated  15  people  for  mjuries  including 
broken  bones,  head  injuries,  and  cuts  from  flying  debris.  One 
woman  was  reported  in  critical  condition.  Greene  Memorial 
Hospital  in  Xenia  said  it  treated  1(X)  people.  Six  pe<»le  have 
be«n  admitted.  At  Dayton  Avenue  Church,  Ruby  Godfrey  told 
A»xiated  Press  that  worshippers  dove  und«  pews  whm  tiie 
storm  Wt.  "You  heard  ttie  roar,"  Godfrey  said.  "You  saw  the 
roof  flying  ofl  and  then  it  was  gone."  At  least  one  person  was 
setjhsnsly  u^uied  at  Dayton  Avenue.

Missionary  family  ambushed  on  Ugandan  road 


KARAMOJA,  Uganda  (BP) 
—  A  Southern  Baptist  mission¬ 
ary  family  in  Uganda  escaped 
death  Sept.  9  after  bandits 
pumped  bullets  into  their  car 
during  an  ambush  attempt. 

Larry  and  Terry  Singletary, 
International  Mission  Board 
missionaries  from  Tomball, 
Texas,  were  driving  with  their 
children  outside  Karamoja, 
Uganda.  Andy,  19,  and  Jackie, 
1^  were  in  the  back  seat 
singing  "God  is  good,  all  the 
time!"  with  their  parents  when 
a  tribal  warrior  stepped  from 


the  tall  grass  alongside  the 
road.  He  quickly  retreated  into 
the  grass,  then  reappeared, 
aiming  an  AK-47  automatic 
weapon  at  the  car.  Another 
armed  man  appeared  on  the 
other  side  of  the  road. 

"I  knew  we  were  in  an 
ambush,"  Terry  Singletary  said. 

The  warrior  began  firing  in 
front  of  the  missionaries'  car. 
Singletary  jammed  the 
gearshift  into  reverse  and 
swung  the  car  around  as  his 
family  ducked  between  the 
seats.  Three  bullets  pierced  the 


car  and  entered  the  vehicle. 

"One  went  in  through  the 
roof  and  hit  between  Jackie  and 
Andy  in  the  back  seats,"  Terry 
Singletary  said.  "One  shattered 
the  window  on  Andy's  side. 
We're  not  sure  about  the  other." 
A  piece  of  shrapnel  hit  Jackie's 
back,  but  Terry  Singletary  said 
the  wound  was  not  serious. 

The  family  sped  away  for 
five  minutes  before  a  tire  blew 
out.  "With  fear  and  trembling 
we  stopped  and  changed  the 
tire,"  she  said. 

The  family  used  their  two- 


way  radio  to  contact  a  mission- 
aiy  on  the  other  side  of  Kenya. 
Within  minutes,  every  mission¬ 
ary  who  had  a  radio  was  listen¬

It's  hard  enou^  to  get  church  leaders  to  attend 
any  training  conference,  so  it's  a  significant  coup 
v\T»en  cme  assodaticxi  can  plan  and  execute  a  train¬ 
ing  event  over  100  miles  away  from  here  and  bring 
194partidpants. 

Tne  Jones  Association,  Laurel,  held  a  Growing 
ChurchiM  CcMoference  at  Gulfehore  Assembly  in 
Pass  Christian  September  22-23.  The  conference 
was  planned  by  the  assodational  leadership  under 
file  mrection  of  Allan  Nix,  director  of  missions. 

A  total  of  25  of  file  49  churrfies  in  the  association 
were  represented.  Some  churches  sent  only  file 
'pastor  and  his  wife;  otfiers  brou^t  20  or  more. 

The  ccMiference  was  facilitated  by  personnel 
secured  by  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board.  Thirty-six  difierent  individual  conferences 
were  ofiered,  in  addition  to  large-group  sessions 
and  worrfiip  experiences. 

Nix  was  asked  what  made  fiiis  conference  so 
SUCCESSfuL 

'There's  no  bad  time  to  develop  effective  lead¬ 
ers!:^,"  Nbc  Mid,  "When  we  can  sponsor  a  confe- 
snce  that  some  state  conferences  in  partki- 
pati^  (h^s  not  toohad."

"First,  there's  the  novelty  and  newness  of  this 
type  of  format.  W?'d  just  never  attempted  any- 
ttung  like  fiiis  before. 

"Second,  the  assodaticxi  budgeted  fix-  this  event 
last  year.  Vfe  picked  up  $20  of  me  $44  conference 
cost  per  parti(±*nt.  Vk  kicked  in  a  little  less  fiian 
half  the  cost  of  the  event"  He  smiled.  "Of  course, 
we're  just  putting  assodational  money  back  into 
our  own  project. 

"I'd  also  credit  the  variety  of  conferences 
offered,  and  the  setting  was  a  plus  —  over  half  of 
our  folks  had  never  b^  to  Gulfshore." 

Could  other  associaticsis  host  similar  ctxifer- 
ences  on  fiieir  own? 

"It  worked  well  in  our  ccwitext,"  Nix  said.  "It 
migjit  not  work  fw  everyone,  but  I  could  see 
where  two  or  more  sister  associations  could  part¬ 
ner  together  to  do  somefiiing  like  ttiis." 

Nix  frft  that  with  the  prcKpect  of  a  new  indus¬ 
trial  park  beirtg  buih  in  the  Laurel  cirea  the  church¬ 
es  needed  to  oe  prepared  for  the  growfii  tfiat 
would  ccxne  to-  the  communities.  "Lcxal  dnirdh 
leaders  should  catch  a  viaon  to  do  leadership 
training  cm  amcne  kxalized  scale,"  he  sUted

Scx)n  after,  another  tire  blew 
out.  With  no  more  spare  tires  or 
water,  the  family  worried  about 
when  another  vehicle  might 
venture  their  way  to  h^p. 
Eventually,  a  small  truck 
approach^,  but  when  the  dri¬ 
ver  saw  the  stranded  car  he 
backed  up  and  turned  around. 
The  family  screamed  for  help,  so 
the  driver  reluctantly  stoppM. 

The  driver  took  Terry 
Singletary  and  the  children  to  a 
nearby  town  where  they  had 
one  of  the  flat  tires  repaired 
while  Larry  Singletary  stayed 
with  the  car. 

Once  the  tire  was  fixed,  they 
drove  home.  Another  tire  blew 
out  just  as  they  pulled  into  the 
driveway. 

"We  are  in  the  middle  of  a 
battle  for  the  heart  and  soul  of 
this  people,"  Terry  Singletary 
said  of  the  incident  —  and  of  the 
Karamojong  people  they  are 
striv'ing  to  reacn  with  the  gospel. 

"The  (devil)  is  throwing  a 
hissy  fit.  We  all  agree  that  the 
experience  we  went  through  is 
the  reason  we  are  here,"  she  said. 


Church  gives 
$10,000  to 
Boy  Scouts 

FORT  LAUDERDALE,  Fla. 
(BP)  —  A  vote  by  city  commis¬ 
sioners  in  Fort  Laudetdale,  Fla., 
against  giving  the  Boy  Sccxits 
$4,167  to  hdp  disabled  and 
disadvantaged  children  was 
offset  by  a  Baptist  church's 
show  of  support  Sept.  1 1 . 

Hundreds  of  Christians  ral¬ 
lied  on  behalf  of  the  Scouts 
when  city  commissioners,  after 
a  five-hour  hearing,  voted 
against  the  grant  to  Learning 
for  Life,  an  in-school  Scouts 
program  for  students  in  high 
crime  areas. 

Larry  Thompson,  pastor  of 
Fort  Lauderdale's  First 
Church,  was  met  with  cheers 
when  he  handed  the  commis¬ 
sion  a  check  for  $10,200  — 
$200  above  the  Scouts'  origi¬ 
nal  request,  the  Fort 
Lauderdale  Sun-Sentinel 
reported. 

The  church's  gift  was  raised 
in  donations  of  no  more  than 
$  1 00  each  by  members  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  congrega¬ 
tion,  Thompson  said. 

Banners  at  the  rally  read 
"Save  Our  Scouts"  and  "Keep 
Your  Hands  Off  Our  Scouts." 
Several  pro-honfX)sexual  pro- 
te^ers  in  the  crowd  booed  the 
pro-Scouts  speakers.

The 
U.S.  Constitution  guarantees 
the  free  exercise  of  religion  in 
the  second  clause  of  the  First 
Amendment. 

America  was  founded  on 
freedom  of  religion.  Until  the 
middle  of  the  20th  century, 
prayer  was  permitted,  but  dur¬ 
ing  the  1960's,  a  biinch  of  liber¬ 
al  judges  decided  that  they 
didn't  want  Gcxl  to  rule  our 
nation.  So  they  took  prayer  out 
of  the  public  schools.  Then 
they  removed  the  Bible  and  the 
Ten  Commandments.  Now 
they  are  trying  to  take  prayer 
out  of  the  bmlgames.

Genesis  12:1-3;  22:1-2,  7-16a,  18

When  1  married  a  few  years 
ago,  I  made  several  promises  to 
my  husband.  I  promised  him 
that  I  would  be  faithful,  loving, 
and  supportive.  He  promised 
me  that  he  would  love  me  and 
•take  care  of  me  emotionally 
and  financially. 

Our  promises  didn't  stoj 
with  each  other,  though, 
promised  to  devote  our  mar¬ 
riage  and  our  lives  to  God  and 
work  constantly  at  keeping  him 
in  the  center  of  our  marriage. 
Through  Bible  study  and 
prayer  we  have  learned  that 
God's  promise  to  us  is  that  he 
will  giiide  us  and  provide  for 
us  if  we  obey  him.  We  made  a 
three-way  covencmt.

ues  to  make  covenants 
with  his  people.  The 
covenant  on  which  we  Cumberland 
are  focusing  in  this 
lesson  is  the  one  between  God 
and  -  Abraham  (12:1-3). 
Abraham  was  to  leave  his 
country,  relatives,  and  his 
father's  house  and  go  where 
God  would  lead  him. 

Abraham's  faith  in  God  is 
truly  admirable.  God  told  him 
to  leave.  That  was  the  end  of 
the  instructions.  He  did  not 
tell  him  where  to  go,  how  to 
get  there,  or  what  would  hap¬ 
pen  when  he  got  there.  He 
packed  his  things  and  took  off 
mto  the  unknown  because  he 
trusted  that  God  would  lead 
him  step  by  step. 

This  IS  difficult  for  many  of 
us.  We  want  to  know  exactly 


what  God  wants  us  to 
do  before  we  agree  to  do 
it.  We  lack  the  faith  to 
trust  that  God  will  show 
us  the  next  step  when  it 
is  time,  but  Abraham 
took  God  at  his  word 
and  obeyed  him. 

In  return  for 
Abraham's  obedience, 
God  promised  to  take 
care  of  him,  make  his 
name  great,  and  bless  his  future 
children.  Throughout  Abraham's 
journey,  however,  there  were 
times  that  his  faith  in  God 
wavered.  He  lied  about  his  wife 
(12:11-13),  he  second-guessed 
God  (16:1-4),  and  he  lied  about 
his  wife  again  (20:2).  He  was  not 
a  f)erfect  man,  yet  God  still  used 
him  and  blessed  his  name. 

Although  there  were  times 
when  Abraham  stixiggled  with 
his  faithfulness  to  God,  he 
obeyed  God  when  the  hardest 
test  came. 

God  instructed  Abreiham  to 
take  Isaac,  his  only  son,  and 
offer  him  as  a  sacrifice.  Think 
about  this  command  for  just  a 


minute.  Put  yourself  in 
Abraham's  position.  If  you 
have  children,  you  might  be 
able  to  relate  to  now  Abraham 
must  have  felt,  but  even  if  you 
don't  have  children,  we  all 
know  what  it's  like  to  lose 
something  or  someone  we  love. 

God  was  not  only  tellin; 
Abraham  that  his  son  woul 
die,  but  also  that  he  would 
have  to  be  the  one  to  kill  him 
(22:2).  According  to  the  Bible, 
Abraham  did  not  even  question 
God.  In  fact,  immediately  after 
God  gave  him  the  command, 
verse  three  tells  us  that 
"Abraham  rose  early  in  the 
morning...  took  two  young  men 
and  his  son  Isaac...  and  went  to 
the  place  of  which  God  had 
told  him"  (New  American 
Standard  Version). 

I  believe  that  Abraham, 
although  being  obedient,  must 
have  been  praying  aU  the  way 
to  the  altar  that  God  would 
change  his  mind.  I  doubt  he 
just  said,  "Okay,  let's  go." 

However,  he  did  as  God 
instructed  him.  He  laid  Isaac 


on  the  altar  and  lifted  his 
hand  to  slay  him.  Then  he 
heard  an  angel  of  the  Lord  tell 
him  to  stop  (22:11-12),  he 
looked  over  and  he  saw  a  ram 
in  the  bushes.  He  took  the  ram 
and  sacrificed  it  praising  God 
for  his  provision. 

Each  day  the  Lord  presents 
us  with  tests  of  faith.  They 
may  not  all  be  as  drastic  and 
life  challenging  as  Abraham's, 
but  I  believe  that  they  are  just 
as  important. 

Seek  out  each  day  how  God 
may  be  testing  your  faith.  It 
may  be  by  allowing  you  to  go 
through  a  major  trial,  or  it  may 
be  a  minor  one.  He  may  be 
testing  your  faith  in  him  by 
asking  you  to  walk  across  the 
hall  or  the  street  to  witness  to  a 
co-worker  or  neighbor  and 
trust  that  God  will  give  you 
the  words  to  say.  Whatever 
God  is  doing  today  to  test  your 
faith,  know  that  each  "faith 
test"  that  you  pass  makes  you 
a  stronger  Christian.

Whelan  said  he  had  the  "com- 

grehension  of  a  teenage  boy"  — 
ut  was  willing  to  listen. 

"I  decided  that  if  Jesus 
Christ  was  fair  dinkum  [Aussie 
for  trustworthy  and  genuine], 
then  I  would  commit  my  life  to 
him,"  Whelan  says.  "And  from 
that  small,  small  seed  of  faith,  I 
took  the  firet  step  in  becoming  a 
child  of  God. 

"The  miracle  was  that  I  grew. 
[Jesus]  changed  my  life  by  tak¬ 
ing  away  the  deep  loneliness.  It 
gave  me  a  different  reason  for 
uving  and  a  fullness  of  life  that 
is  almost  beyond  comprehen¬ 
sion.  My  best  mate  is  Jesus." 


Whelan  is  not  alone.  Federal 
House  of  Representatives 
member  Kerry  Bartlett,  who 
iwresents  the  745,000  people  of 
Macquarie,  became  a  Christian 
when  he  was  12  yeairs  old. 

"Like  everyone  who  loves 
God,  I  want  to  honor  God  in 
whatever  I  do  —  whether  I'm  a 
politician,  butcher,  baker,  or 
candlestick  maker,"  he  says.

"We're  convicts.  My  own 
personal  heritage  goes  back  to 
relatives  seven  generations  ago 
who  came  out  with  the  first 
convict  ship  fleet  [from 
England]  to  settle  Australia. 
Because  of  that,  we  have  never 
had  that  depth  of  spiritual 
enlightenment. 

"It  was  actually  an  after¬ 
thought  for  the  British  to  send  a 
minister  of  religion  after  that 
first  convict  fleet. 
Consequently,  our  society  has 
grown  as  a  seoilar  society." 

Whelan  would  like  to 
change  that.

As  a  former  basketball  player 
and  sports  coach.  Hall  spends  riis 
days  doing  a  different  kind  of 
evangelism  —  sports  evangelism 
(among  young  people. 

"Our  goal  IS  to  teach  them  good 
{basketball  skills  and  build  relation¬ 
ships  with  them,"  Hall  said.  "We 
want  to  get  to  know  them  and  see 
what's  going  on  in  their  lives.  Then 
at  the  end  of  the  day,  we  have  a 
devotional.  We've  been  able  to  pre- 
isent  the  gospel  clearly  in  several 
(different  ways  —  skits,  evangelistic 
bracelets  and  other  ways."

He  runs  ahead  of  them,  teaching  them 
different  basketball  techniques  and  giving 
individual  help.  Basketball  nets  swish  as 
the  kids  practice  lay-ups. 

"You're  doing  fine.  You  don't  have  to  be 
a  superstar,"  he  says  to  one  small  boy  as  he 
squats  down  on  nis  level.  "Just  do  your 
best  and  ckm't  be  intimidated  by  the  others 
and  what  you  can  and  can't  do." 

And  as  Hall  sits  on  the  side  watching 
other  volimteers  help  the  youngsters  run 
drills,  he  prays  they  will  one  day  come  to 
know  his  &ivior. 

"This  is  one  thing  Tm  convinced  of  — 
you  spend  a  week  with  the  kids,  and  ttey 
realize  you  really  do  care  about  ttem.  And 
we  care  about  their  walk  with  the  Lord.  We 
want  ttem  to  know  ffiat  being  a  Christian 
is  more  than  just  praying  a  prayer  and  say¬ 
ing,  'OK,  I'm  saved, '^and  that's  it." 

Msides  fun  on  the  court.  Hall  says 
sports  clinics  like  these  are  a  great  way  to 
introduce  people  —  especially  young  peo¬ 
ple  —  to  the  dospel. 

"It's  amazing  how  you  can  meet  kids 
who  wouldn't  even  drink  about  coming  to 
church.  They  wouldn't  come  to  a  holiday 
Bible  club  for  anything,  but  you  say,  'Hey, 
let's  go  play  basKetbaU!'  and  you  get  kids 
who  show  up." 
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
